N all save outer form the cities of 
Great Britain are much more dem­ 
ocratic in their methods of gov­ 
ernment than are ours. 
With 
them the citizen exercises a direct in 
terest in pub lic affairs. The city coun­ 
cil Is truly the representative of the 
mass of the electorate. 
It is impossi­ 
b le for the memb ers of a council to go 
far astray even If they were so dis­ 
posed. 
The manner in which they do 
these things on the other side may b est 
b e illustrated b y an instance which 
came under my personal ob servation. 
The city of Manchester owns and op­ 
erates its street railways, and it is also 


a large stockholder in the Manchester 
Ship Canal company. 
For some time 
j it has b een deemed necessary to raise 
I more money for the enlargem ent and 
improvement of b oth of these great en­ 
terprises, and for months prior to my 
visit to Manchester special committees 
of the council had b een working on 
ways and means to authorize and com­ 
plete these improvements. 
A b ill was 
finally drawn petitioning parliament 
for power to issue b onds am ounting to 
a total of ab out $7,500,000 to raise 
funds for these purposes. The council 
adopted the measure. 
My attention 
was first directed to the m atter b y 
reading huge posters displayed in vari­ 
ous parts of the city announcing a town 
meeting of the free voters of Manches­ 
ter for the purpose of taking final ac­ 
tion in the m atter of the proposed b ond 
Issue. 
It was then that I learned that in 
this, as in all other im portant m atters, 
the voters had the right of a referen­ 
dum. William Henry Talb ot, for a gen- j 
oration the town clerk of Manchester, 
invited me to a seat on the platform, ! tlji8 price is cut in 
,. 
. 
, , 
' n n t rro t n e crAnn n h i 
and I had opportunity to witness the 
workings of a democracy in a country 
classed as a monarchy. 
The huge gothic hall in which the 
free and 
independent b urgesses of 
Manchester assemb led to pass on the 
recommendations 
of 
their 
common 
council is capab le of seating four or 
five thousand persons, b ut it was not 
half filled when we entered. 
To the 
right of the platform was a large map 
of Manchester and Salford showing the 
plan of the proposed street railway ex­ 
tensions and the enlargement of the 
docking facilities. 
“Suppose.” I asked Town Clerk Tal­ 
b ot, “that a majority of those present 
vote against this measure. 
Does that 
defeat all chance of its passage?” 
“It would for the time b eing,” re­ 
sponded Mr. Talb ot. 
“The council 
would hesitate to b roach the m atter 
again, for a long while at least.” 
“Is there any decided opposition to 
the b ill?” I asked. 
“Are there no pri­ 
vate interests whose profits will b e im­ 
periled b y the passage of this act?” 
“Certainly there are,” was the reply. 
“It authorizes the construction of ten­ 
ement houses and cottages which will 
compete with those owned b y memb ers 
of the landlords' association, and some 
of them are here, and others are repre­ 
sented b y their attorneys. Then many 
ratepayers are opposed to the b uild­ 
ing of more tram s or improving the 
ship canal. They are here and will b e 
heard.” 
There are more than 100,000 voters in 
Manchester, and not more than 3.000 of 
them were in the hall when Lord May­ 
or Shaun took his chair and adjusted 
the official chain which was suspended 
around his neck. 
I was mystified b y 
the lack of attendance on the part of 
the electorate of Manchester. 
"W hat is there to prevent the oppos­ 
ing interests to this b ill from packing 
the hall with their partisans?” I asked, 
my mind wandering b ack to Chicago, 
New York nnd others centers of civili­ 
zation with which I was familiar. 
“N«> one would dare attem pt such a 
thing.” said the astounded and doub tful 
town clerk. 
“But suppose the 
3’ dared do it and 
succeeded.” I insisted. 
“W hat would 
happen then?” 
“There wonld b e a b loody riot, don’t 
you know.” said Mr. Talb ot, with a 
b land smile, and b efore I could ques­ 
tion him further the lord mayor mo­ 
tioned him to open the meeting. From 
other sources equally reliab le I have 
learqed that Mr. Talb ot’s prediction of 
violence in the event of a packed meet­ 
ing was entirely justifiab le. 
The town clerk read the proposed 
b ill, and it was voted to take it up and 
discuss It b y sections. The lord mayor 
moved the passage of each section and 
called on some memb er of the council 
to second his motion. The question was 
then open to general deb ate, and any 
citizen of Manchester could speak for 
or against it. 
Many speeches were 
made, and as a result some unimpor­ 
tant amendments were agreed to, and 
when every one had had his say the 
motion to indorse the action of the 
council was put and passed without a 
dissenting vote. 
W hat struck me as extraordinary 
was this; Here was a measure which 
comb ined in itself all that is radical in 
the movement for pub lic ownership. 
It committed the city to a closer part­ 
nership with ,a private b usiness cor­ 
poration. It authorized a large expendi­ 
ture for houses which would compete 
with those owned b y landlords. It pro­ 
posed an extension of municipal tram ­ 
ways b eyond the corporate limits of 
Manchester, thereb y estab lishing a new 


precedent which may gridiron Great 
Britain with steel railways owned and 
operuted b y municipalities. It b estow­ 
ed other powers of a Constructive na­ 
ture on the officers of the council, and 
yet not a citizen »>f Manchester nor an 
accredited attorney of any vested in­ 
terest uttered one sentence or express­ 
ed one sentiment against the general 
principle of the estab lishment and ex­ 
tension of municipal enterprises:” 
“ 
One of the distinctive features of the 
modern British city is its system of 
pub lic b aths and laundries. The latter 
are termed “washhouses.” 
Liverpool 
and Manchester are especially progress­ 
ive in these institutions. Liverpool has 
expended or appropriated more than a 
million dollars on its pub lic b aths. 
The Cornwallis street b aths of Liv­ 
erpool compare 
favorab ly with 
any 
pub lic or private estab lishment, no m at­ 
ter where located, save perhaps in the 
m atter of useless adornments. 
Liver­ 
pool has a comprehensive system of 
pub lic b athhouses, and it is its proud 
b oast that no citizen is more than a 
few minutes’ walk from a pub lic b ath­ 
ing estab lishment. 
The Cornwallis 
street b aths cost 
ab out 
$125,(XM). 
and 
Liverpool 
has 
b egun the construction of b uildings 
at Pier Head which will demand an 
expenditure of $375,000. 
I made a 
careful inspection of some of these 
estab lishments. 
The swimming pools 
are large, and the temperature of the 
w ater 
is 
automatically 
regulated. 
There are several classes of b aths with 
varying prices, and one can have a 
plain tub b ath with hot and cold ^va- 
ter, soap, sponge and towels, all for 
the sum of 2 cents in our money or a 
penny in theirs. Two days in the week 
half. 
You could 
not get as good a b ath in the b est ho­ 
tel in Liverpool or London for fifty 
times the money. 
The average price of a plunge b ath, 
with the use of the pool as long as de­ 
sired, is less than 6 cents. 
But the 
free open b aths of Liverpool are more 
interesting and hardly less attractive. 
Whenever it is possib le to secure an 
open space the b aths departm ent con­ 
structs a pool, provides warm water 
and erects shelters for the little ones. 
One day last summer 5,500 lads used 
one of these open b aths. 
While the receipts from Liverpool’s 
b aths are large, there is, of course, an 
annual deficit 
Last year’s 
receipts 
were ab out $40,000, and the deficit was 
not far from the same amount. 
But 
this is one of the enterprises conduct­ 
ed without hope of financial gain. The 
city is fortunate in its b aths engineer 
and chief superintendent, W. R. C ourt 
a man who has b een connected with 
b athing estab lishments for years and 
to whose energy and forethought Is 
due the planning and success of the 
“slum b aths.” 
“We b elieve,” said Mr. Court in the 
course of a thorough inspection of 
these b aths, “that it is as important to 
teach the children to b athe as it is to 
teach them to read and write. The b oy 
who acquires an amb ition to have a 
clean b ody will find a way to an educa­ 
tion. If I have any criticism to make 
concerning our system as it stands to­ 
day it is that we have paid too much 
attention to first class b uths and not 
enough to those within ab solute touch 
of the mass of our working classes. 
We shall accomplish that in a very few 
years from now.” 
A picturesque and practical adjunct 
to many of these b athing estab lish­ 
ments is the system of washhouses, 
or pub lic laundries. The average tene­ 
ment house dweller in Liverpool and in 
other large eities has no adequate 
means of doing the regular week’s 
washing. H ot w ater is expensive, and 
even the most primitive tools are b e­ 
yond the means of many of these wo­ 
men toilers. 
Again the municipality 
comes to the rescue. Scattered all over 
Great Britain are hundreds of pub lic 
washhouses. 
To these the housewife 
takes her b undle of soiled clothes. 
There are placed at her disposal the 
machinery and appliances of a modern 
steam laundry. 
Instead of spending hours over a tub 
in the cramped living q uarters of her 
tenem ent she is privileged to wash her 
clothes b y means of hot w ater and 
steam, rinse them In a flood of pure 
running water, dry them in a hydro­ 
extractor b y centrifugal force and com­ 
plete the process b y hanging them for 
a few minutes in a steam heated room 
where they are exposed to superheated 
air in motion. She then takes them to 
the mangling and ironing room and b y 
the aid of the b est of appliances speed­ 
ily completes the task of washing and 
Ironing. 
Two hours Is the usual time con­ 
sumed b y a woman in washing, drying 
and ironing the clothes for the average 
family. The rate in most of the w ash­ 
houses is a penny an hour, though in 
some of them an extra halfpenny Is 
charged after the first or second hour. 
At the most it costs the average pa­ 
tron of these remarkab le estab lish­ 
ments 5 cents to do a week’s washing 
and ironing, and the work which once 
took the b est part of two weary days 
Is now ended in two hours or less. And 
nil this is in practical operation and 
has b een tested for years, with the re­ 
sult that the washhouses are not only 
self sustaining, b ut actually yield a 
revenue to the city of Liverpool.

has been n ipped in its in cipien cy an d 
brou ght u n der absolu te con trol—all 
by mean s of en forced v accin ation an d 
a qu aran tin e so drastic tba t in some 
in stan ces men were shu t u p in factor­ 
ies x or weeks u n til all dan gers were 
ov er. 
Besides stampin g ou t the soou rge, 
tbe health au thorities an d tbe phy si­ 
cian s of the city hav e treated the 
malady so effectiv ely th a t a wide field 
of con tagion has y ielded on ly ten pa­ 
tien ts an d on e su spect, while the en ­ 
tire death list from smallpox n u mbers 
on ly on e. 
DeKalb today is perhaps the safest 
otty in the cou n try so far as dan ger 
from smallpox Is con cern ed. The docS 
tors hav e worked n ight an d day u n til 
fu lly 9 0 per cen t of the popu lation has 
been n ewly v accin ated, while a large 
proportion of the rest bear tbe old 
scars of recen t in ocu lation s. 
In the schools there are on ly fiv e 
pu pils who hav e n ot been v aocin &ted, 
paren tal objection stoppin g the med­ 
ical officials from apply in g the v iru s. 
In ev ery factory in the city n otices 
are posted an n ou n cin g th a t n o man 
will be allowed to work u n less he can 
show a certificate 
of 
in oou l&tion , 
while the 
clerks in the 
bu sin ess 
hou ses an d the bu sin ess an d profess­ 
ion al men themselv es hav e su bm itted 
to the n eedle. 
Reports of a seriou s epidemic in the 
city on in v estigation appear to be 
grou n dless. DeKalb men say the ru ­ 
mors hav e been in spired by en mity , 
an d last n ight a mass meetin g was 
called by the Commercial Clu b a t 
which stormy protests were made 
again st the circu lation of these re­ 
ports 
The ex ten t of the disease was 
ou tlin ed In detail by H ealth Commis­ 
sion er Hagery an d by the doctois who 
hav e co-operated in keepin g the pes­ 
tilen ce down . I t was decided in order 
to allay pu blic apprehen sion to pu b­ 
lish daily reports of the ex act situ a­ 
tion . 
Today ’s in itial report shows 
th a t in the city there are fiv e cases of 
the disease. Two of these are in the 
pest hou se, ju st ou tside the city lim ­ 
its, while two others are in isolated 
districts.
